More  than  12,500  students  representing 
twelve  high  schools,  have  identified  themselves  with  the  movement.

Secret  Societies  Forbidden. 
According  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  thirteenth  Congress 
of  the  Pan  Hellenic  Conference,  ever^y  American  High  school  girl 
who  belonged  to  a  Greek  letter  sorority  and  who  did  not  resign 
before  November  15,  1914,  will  be  barred  from  joining  sororities 
when  she  teaches  college. 

In  the  high  school  at  Salinas,  Calif.,  students  are  allowed  to 
have  only  four  social  meetings  a  year.  None  but  the  students  of 
the  school  will  be  permitted  to  attend.

A  compulsory  military  system  has  been  adopted  for  the  High 
School  at  Sacramento,  Calif. 

The  standard  of  efficiency  necessary  for  graduation  from  the 
High  School  at  Chicago,  111.,  has  been  raised  from  sixteen  to  seven- 
teen credits,  gradually  increasing  from  now  until  the  year  1917. 
The  schedule  is:  For  the  year  1915,  sixteen  credits  will  be  required; 
for  the  year  1916,  sixteen  and  one-half  and  for  the  year  1917  and 
thereafter,  seventeen  credits. 

Chosen  students  and  several  teachers,  appointed  h^r  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  High  School  of  Winona,  Minn.,  have  organized  a  Board 
of  Control.  This  board  will  determine  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
expended  for  school  parties.  Provision  is  also  made  that  no  school 
organization  can  proceed  with  any  enterprise  whereby  money  might 
be  spent  without  first  consulting  and  gaining  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Control.  The  treasurer  of  this  board  re- 
ceives all  money  collected  by  or  paid  into  any  school  organization, 
and  then  gives  receipt  for  amount  received.  By  this  means  a  clean 
orderly  finance  of  the  school  is  furnished. 

There  are  no  examinations  given  in  the  Gary,  Ind.,  sehooU. 
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since  the  plau  of  the  schools  there  is  one  of  a  vocational  trainint; 
throughout  school  life. 

The  East  H.  S.  of  Green  Bay,  Wis,,  has  devised  a  plan  to  en- 
courage home  study  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  One-half 
credit  is  allowed  for  40  lesson  hours  and  not  less  than  200  daily 
practice  hours.

The  school  board  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  has  adopted  a  resolution 
providing  for  the  placing  of  signs,  warning  traffic  in  the  vicinity 
of  school  buildings.
